The Great Councel of Jeruſalem, when they ſat, exerciſed moſt 
part of their time in Regulating matters of Religion, andin fe- 
curing of i ; ſuch hath been your Endeavours, ſuch hath been 
your Defiresin all your Sitting. It is Ingratitude therefore in 
any Degrees of Ment to ſerve You. We acknowledge the 
Infinite Mercy of God in calling You together ar this time, 
whetitwTels then oug Laws, Liberties, and Religion, lies at ſtake. 
Yapr Work, I confeſ, is Hard, and Great, byt yet 'tis Honourable. 
Whoever would not endeavour to ſave his Countrey and Religion, is 
no moxe worthy to live in it, than the man that ſeeks the deſtry- 
ion thereof. The Papiſts have, dare, and will venture our ut- 
ter Ruineand Deſtruftion ; and ſhall not we yenture as far to ſave 
our Selves and Religion ? Had men but Publick: Spirits they would 
do it. The very, Heathens have ſo minded the Publick Intereſt, 
as that they forgot Themſelves : Publius Decivs, the Roman Ar- 
my being brought low, ruſh'd into the midft of the Enemies, de-- 
manding Safety for his Countrey, Death for Himſelf, and ſo occa- 
ſioned.an unexpeRted Yiftory.. There is no reaſon therefore thax, 
your Spirits ſhould faint, or your former Intentions {lacken, in: 
fear of the iſſue, You are on the Right, and on the Riſing Side ; 
and.in a Work that will Improveit ſelf : In the Work of Pre- 
ſerving qur Lives, Liberties, and Religion ; in the Wark of Un; 
ting all His Majeſties Proteitant Subjefts, though the Endeavours of 
many axe 19 mighty ta oppole, and their Tongues ſo malignant to 
diſgrace it, .. But while You are faithful to God, Loyal ro your 
King, and True to-your Comntrey, reſolve toge on in Gods/Name ; 
knowing You mult paſs _—_ Evil Reports, as well as Good 
Reports. The Loxd make all, Great Mountains that lie in your 
way, as Plains befare You : , Which is and ever ſhall be the 
Frye Of oppon tz mo Toa I 
-. Tour moſt Obedient Servant, 
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The Nox-ExnTiTY or NurtrLtirty of Popery ,

Ince a Shadow cannot produce a Shadow , and that by reaſon of Inherenc 
there is a neceſſary Reference in every Accident to its Subject, fo that if the 
Subject be wanting, it neceſſarily followeth,chat the Accident is al © want- 
ng, as loſing its Inherency , becometh nothing. This Afertion being as 

undeniable as two and two makes four, I proceed with reference to the more igno- 
rant Proteſtants, not in a School dialect, ( being Extra /pheram ativitatis) but in 
that method , whereby the moſt Illiterate may eafily comprehend what Popery is, 
whoſe high Flight and infailible Power is maintained with the outward appearance 
of Sanclity,and the dread of the Inquiſition, with the power and greatnels of ſome 
Temporal Princes, which violently carries (where Popery Reigns) all things before 
it, with the impetuous ſtream of its own Torrent, teaching Sedition, Rebellion aud 
Murder, for Apoſtolical Doctrine; having no other realicy of Being to ſupport their 
Profeſſion (not Religion) compoled of meer imagination and hu:nane Invention,en* 
deavouing to enamel and guild over their wicked Principles with many diſtorted 
and milapplyed Texts of Scripture. Neverthelels certain it is, that who:oever will 
ballance and weigh Popery with and by the Authority of Scripture, will loon per- 
ceive, not only the fading iplendor of Popery to relemble the light of a Glow- worm, 
which the nearer one comes to it the leſſer it appears, till in Te end it wholly va- 
niſtheth away ; but a Profeſſion, moſt blaiphemouſly preſuming to Create and An- 
nihilate rwo Acts proper to God alone. 

Some Popiſh Authors tay, that, the Prieſt by rhe power of Conſecration draws 
(1 wili not 1ay with a Rope) or invites the Body and Blood of Chriſt from Heaven ; 
which is as ridiculous and as impoſhble, as it isto affirm the Prieſt to have power to 
Create a Corporeal Body at his plealure, (I mean « hriſts Body) contrary to the ex- 
pre's words of St. Paul, who iaith, The Heavens muſt contain and receive him, until 
the time of Relf utution of all thiygs , Atts 3. 259. And he himſelf faith, leave the 
Wor ld,and go to the Father, Fohn 16. The poor ye have always with you, but me ye 
have not, in another place, AZatth. 29. 11. What a horrible and prodigious Mon- 
ſter is this pretended Religion, that affirms Chriſts moſt glorious Body ro be at the 
beck of the moſt licencious Prielt, to be given and eaten by the moſt wicked, in a 
himdredthoufand-places-at-once;— The tame Apoſtl=tells us, In the laſt days falſe 
Prophets will come, that ſhall ſay, Cariſt is here or thcre, and that be is im ſecret Cham- 
bers, Matth. 24. Bilicve it not. . 

Now that I may the better ſhew this, the Romith Faith and Divine Faith to be as 
incompatible as God and Nothing,I muſt (fince the Definition of every thing is the 
Touchſtone wherewith men- try whar other things can truly come within Pe Orb 
or Compatls of the thing defined, and what not) lay down before you the Detinition 
of Divine Faith, as the Apoſtle left it upon Record to Poſterity, Heb. 11. 

Faith is the Subitance of things to be hoped for, the Argument of things nat ap- 
pearing : This Definition ſhewerth, that Faith is a ſupernatural Vertue, (and nor a 
coactive Romih power) and thar the object thereof is thar, which through irs own 
abſtruſenets aud ſublimiry, cannot be apprehended cr conceived by Natural Rea!on. 
Toexemplifte this, Faith teacheth that in Trinity there is one peculiar Nature in three 
diff-rem: Per'ons 3 no mans natural Underſtanding can apprehend how this 
Individuality of Nature can be in three Perſons, withoat Diſtraction or Mul- 
tiplication of the Nature, becaute every one of thele Perſons is identified my 
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and formally with this nature, in the ſtricteſt onion : In like fort, touching the In- 
carnation, mans Reaſon cannot lay _—_— le-vel to conceive, how one Hypoſt aſi 
or Peron can be in two Natures , or how this Hypoſtaſis or Perion is identified ; 
for berween Mans Capacity and the Nature of — Faith, the proportion 
lies certainly and only in diſproportion in matters of Faith: Rea!on dictates to us to 
believe things above rea{on, but never agarnſt realon, as the Papiſts affirm. 

This Supernatural Faith hath a neceſlary reference to two things : The Firit 3s Pri- 
ma veritas Revelans, which is God, who revealeth all Truths and points of Faith : 
The Second is the Authority of the Church, to reveal all thoſe things and nothing 
more, which God hath revealed either * himielf or his Apoſtles. Now let us ex- 
amine, whether thele rwo points lo neceſtary to true Faith , do accord to the Papal 
Faich or not; Asto the Firſt, Prima verttas revelans, which is God, I freely appeal 
to themielves, whether their Principles of Faith be either revealed to each particu- 
lar Pope by God, or found in Scripture; (namely, every Papal Decree to be as ef- 
ſential to True Divine Faith, and as neceflary to Salvation as if Revealed by God, 
Purgatory, Adoring and Worlhiping Images made of Gold , Silver, Stocks and 
Stones, in the nature of a God, praying to Saints and the Virgin Mary, with more 
zeal and eagerne $s than either to their Maker or Saviour, reaching Sedition, Re- 
be:ijon, and Murder, as meritorious Acts) if neither, who wiil believe or ſay, but 
that Popery is a mere Non-Entity, or a bare Intentionaliry. 


As tothe Second Point, which is the Authority of the Church, in propounding to 
her Children the things by God revealed, we know and affirm, that the Church of 
Reme dare not publickly own to have received either from God or Scripture 
( though daily practiied by Her and her Emiſlaries ) the aforeiaid Fri:ciples ; 
the vericy of this we have not only from Scripture , but from the ingenious 
Confeſſions of their moſt Learned and Ancient Authors. Mark withal, how thele 
falle Prophets, ro ſerve as certain Veils or Curtains, to hide their heiiſh and 
wicked Frinciples from the eyes of the |gnorant, do forbid under pain of Ex- 
co:nillanication the Reading of holy Scripture , the infallible Guide to Salva- 
tion. 


Thus far to demonſtrate , both from the definition of Faith fet down by St. 
Paul , and from the Points neceffarily concurring for the cauſing not only -of 
true Faith , hut of Salvation; that Popery, in regard of its wanting theſe rwo 
neceflary Points, js but an ab:olute Nullity of Faith and Religion.

For every thing that hath a real Exiſtence or Being , may have its Nature ex- 
plicated by the Definition of ir, which conſiſteth of two or that 15 Gena 
and D:fferentia : The Genus doth comprehend the Eſſence of rhe Thing defined, 
the D:fferentia doth more particularly Conſticute the thing delined , and diltin- 
guiſheth _ir from all other things. For Example, A Man is defined to be A- 
2:mal Rationale ,, a Creature enjoying Reaſon ; the word Animal demonTtrares 
the Eſſencegof Man ; Rationale, that its, Rationality, dorh Conſtitute man im de- 
finicion, and maketh him to differ from all other tublunary Creatures. A De- 
finition extendeth ir felf not only to the Exiſtence, or want of Exiſtence in 
things corporeal or material, but ali'o to the Being or_not Being in things [pe- 
culative and immaterial ; I mean in Do 'rines _ other ſuch Theories of the 
Underſtanding. Now Popery, which in it elf _ implyeth an ab'olute Con- 
tradiction , cannot be thus defined , and is undenyably compounded of teveral 
Contradictories, and oppoſite Doctrines and Tenets , can have no being but 
incentionally , for whattoever implyeth a Contradiction , ſuppoſeth. a Being and 
a not Bring of a thing, and all at one and the tame time : From. whence this 
Ab'urdicy muſt needs follow , that is , if ſuch a thing” could be, then could a 
— be who'e Being ſhould conſiſt in a not Being, conlequently a Nullity. 

This is Popery. 


Bur ro Contract this Point , I will particularly inſiſt ( as moſt conducing » 
rj1e 
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the Subject in hand, and the time that Proteſtants can now afford or let apart ts 
read, there beiap fo many Pamphlecs abroad) that the Reader may eaſily di:cern 
what muiual Recrimiiation, and what irreconcihiable Repugnancy - om is berweut 
the Papiits themtelves and this, even in matters of the greateſt and higheſt conle- 
quence z wirne's the many Books they have written, and the acerbiry of Sryle one 
againſt another, even intimating thereby , that the different Doctrines cifferently 
maintained by them, were truly Contradictories, containing and defending diffe- 
rent Tenets, to repugnant and contradictory one to another, that even by the Law 
a::d Nature of Contradi:tories, the one ſide muſt ever want a real and (ubſiſting 
Beins. Several Books written and ailowed of in Rome, . wherein many Principles 
of Faith, and che civil Power of Magiſtrates were controverted, with many Hereti- 
cal Decrees, were by order of the Biſhops and Councils of France, burned by the 
Hangmans hand”; they al.o decreed, thac the Church of Rome do vary from the fin- 
cere Doctrine of the Scriptures, and yet now adays all are good Chriſtians and Pa- 
piſts that oppo'e Proteſtancy, or cut Proteſtants Throars. 

Now | clole up this point, referring to the judgment of the learned Reader, how 
deadly Popery is wounded, not only by the Pen of Popery, bur allo by its Helliſh 
and daily Practice. For the nature of true Faich (and true Chriſtianity) exa-terh, 
that it ſhould be complete, entire, and perfect in ic ſelf, like unto an Action mo- 
rally vertuous, which is accompliſhed by the accels of all due conducing Circum- 
ſtances, bur vitiated through the ablence but of any one. Many other contradicto- 
ry Points by them maintained as Evangelical and true Popery, 1 here pretermir till 
better opportunity, and aſſure the Reader that Popery is no true Faith, but in re- 
{pect thereof an ablolute Irrealicy, or an intentional Name or Word. 


Thus much for the Nullity of Popery, and we ſay with the Prophet David, Thou 
hjt ſaved us frem our Enemes, and haſt put them to ſhame that hated us : In God we 
boaſt all the day long, and will praiſe thy Name for ever, Pſal: 44. 7,8. Weare not 
only to male him with high praites, with one heart and voice, and with the beſt 
of our Members, bur alto to puriue and ſtrive to ſet up his Name far ore gy bet 
ſing and praiie, by praiſing him perpetually, by perpetuating his prailes untFPoſte- 
ri:y ; and by laying up ſuch a ſtock and ſuch a mechod of Praile, as may be of great 
ule and importance to our poſterity, when they ſhall both fee and hear what great 
things the Lord of hoſts hath done for this our Church and Kingdom.Gods wonderful 
Providence towards the tafery of this Nation,and in keeping out Popith Idolatry,will 
undoubtedly, by ſome good pious man, be treatured up in one Volume, and tranl- 
mitted to Poſterity, as a laſting Monument of Gods praile and Providence, as a me- 
thod of Thankfulne's from Generation to Generation, and as a true Record of Po- 
pith Villany, that our Potteriry may fay with the Faithful in former times, Ie have 
heard with our Ears, our Fathers have told ts what work thou didſt in their days, mm the 
times of old, Pſal. 44. 1. 


Now as to the Remarkable Paſſages. 


7] Ever was Action more conducive to the ſafety of this great Metropolis,the Ci- 
N ty of London,and the whole Kingdom,than to look back and remiud the woful 
days of Queen Mary, and the burning of London to aſhes, the bloody and fatal ef- 
fects (never to be forgotten) of thele two, are to be attributed only to Popery, and 
to that Man of fin that exalrs himſelf above all that is called God,(the Pape of Kome) : 
wherefore ?tis the hopes of A. P. a Member of the Church of England, whoſe Li- 
turgy and Rites ate worthy of admiration, that all Proteſtants of whar perlwaſion 
or intereſt ſoever, unanimouſly conclude and agree to aboliſh Popery, as well Root 
as Branch. Several have propo'ed their Expedients for the aboliſhing of this helliſh 
and venemous Root Popery ; therefore I hope I may take the ſame liberty , and 
throw in my Mite al!o, being thcreunto induced by the affection 1 bear my King 
and Country, as in duty bougd. |

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yd js Srate and the great fear of the Natiori , of being overrun with Pope-: 
ry, and fo brought to Beggery and Slavery, exaCts an Angelical Spirit which ap- 
rs the ſame as well in the dark as in the light, (qu val, capere capiat) and a Hercu- 
pom Courage which is never to be daunted, and this (attributed to Engliſh m-n 
formerly) that you act upon all neceſſary occaſions unanimouſly, in the pre'etvation of 
your King, your Religion, and Property, like good Chriſtians and Englifh men, 
ſay Engieſh men , becaule Engliſh men, when they embrace Popery and reject 
Proteſtancy, my lole their courage, (like our Engliſh Maſtiffs when tent beyond 
the Seas) and in lieu thereof receive all manner of Viilany. This needs no fur- 
ther proof, than the Reading the TranfaCtions of the laſt rime when Popery Reign'd 
amongſt us; then our Divines were butchered by the Name of H*rerick Doys, our 
Houtes plundered , our Wives and Daughters raviihed, ovr Churches ereCt=-d- for 
the true wor'hip of God, abu'ed, atid converted into the Temples or Places of 
Idolatry and Superſtition, to the great diſhonour of Chriſt and {candal of Religion : 
Nay many of our Laity were torn to pieces,aud tied tro a Stake in the mid{t of flames 
at Smithfield, and other places. Can we then be io infatuated as to expect any bet- 
ter entertainment than our Predecefſors ? No certainly : tor beſides that dreadful 
and barbarous eaterrainment which our Predeceſſors ha1 from chat Helliſh and Popiſh 
power, we {ee and will mind that our apparent ruin is nor only aimed at, and char 
without mercy, bur that we are only tecured a life of one man, the Life 
of his Sacred Majeſty, whom God long continue with this happy Parliament, whoſe 
Intereſts and ours are the ſame, and to united, that our Relolations are the ſame. If 
the Plot takes effect (I mean the killing of the King) 'or the Plotters make a head, 
as in all prabability they will, (being diiappuinted in raking away the Kings life) 
and if in the interval of Parliaments they happen to take off the King, we have no- 
thing more to do than to deltroy the whole Popith biood, 'who with all ingraticude 
and baienets attempted the Life of our Prince and all his Proteſtaut Sabjects. 

Here we are to ob:erve and believe, that there is no ſuch thing as an Ergl/ſb Pa- 
piſt who is not in the Plot, atleaſt in his good wiſhes ; and rhat it is a Makin (nay 
a P rnyes of Faith) with all Papiſts, and e'pecially with iach as are in power, ne- 
ver p their words or promiſes with Hereticks : (Some may here obje-t,that 
ſome do keep their promiles with Hererticks : I antwer,that it is for Intere.t or Fear, 
and not out of Conictence ; ) Therefore wholoever credits a-Papilt, be he never io 
plauſible in his Religion and Converiation, is never to be piried, when thus precau- 
tioned. Obſervelikewife, how the French King, a Popiſh King, levyes Arbitrary 
Taxes at his pleature, 'and impoles teveral other Tyrannical Oppreſſions at his plea- 
ſure: Now leſt any fhould be ignorant, that any ſuch like Diſtemper may not be 


.* much eaſier prevented at firſt, than when it has once got a head ; it's :afficient to rell 


ou,that the Pope and Papilts are your mortal Enemies, and would fain Reign and 

Yomineer over this Kiugdom in the ſame nature as the French King doth in F: ance. 
Theſe are the, men who exclaim againit our Parliaments proceedings, and prevail 
with many others, not much better, chan the-nlelves, in relation to the Plot ; the'e 

- arethe men that endeavour to amu'e as -well his Sacred-Majeſty as his good people; 
alledging that there is no Plor, but rather 40, and 41. 

_ 1 mult acknowledge that there is fome coherence between 40 and 41, and this 
prel=nt time;' for as well then as now, the Popiſh and French action were the chief, 
nay the only {ncendiaries'which prumoted and can ed all the miſchief of ' 49 and 
41, which is weil known to many, and e'pecially in the Reb#liion of /-elarnd, 
where ſo many thou ands of Proteſtants were killed by (a cqunterfeir) Commiſh- 
on.

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Now is the time, not to Diſpute or debate much about a Plot (which' is fo 
evidently demon{trated and confeſſed by all', excepr thoſe that are therein 
concerned) bur to Act, and that with ſpeed and univerſal Aſſent againſt Popery, 
and all irs Adherents; otherwile England's Religion , Liberty ns Property is 
loſt. In this our Gracious King neicher. is or will be wanting , as he aſſured 
this preſent Parliament in his Royal Speech to them. Popery and all its 
profeſſors, | 

1. Are Enemies to God by their ſetting up and worſhiping of Idols as God, 
contrary ta his expreſs Command : (Truth hates Competitors.) 

2. To Chriſt by their new found Mediators , and eſpecially the Virgin 
Mary, whom they ſtyle Salvatrix Peccatorum. 

3- To Scripture, by their many corrupt Traditions and humane Inventions , 
in impoſing a belief upon all their Protelytes , not only to deny their Realon, 
bur. all their other Senſes , to the great detriment of their. Souls, and the dil- 
hunour of their God and Saviour. 

4. To all Oppolers by Fire and Faggort. 

5- To all Government that will not ſubject to their Antichriſtian and Impe- 
rious power, by Plots, Aſſaiſinations, Poyloning and horrid Maſlacres ; thele to 
be Popery's utual and common ſteps to worldly Advancement, to its ſupport 
and propagating, is notoriouſly known, eipecially ro this Nation, whom Popery 
(the common Enemy of Mankind) hath ſo often attempted; our ruine, and at 
leveral times. hath been at the very point of effetting it; has once more with 
that great violence attempred our utter ruine, which I hope will be jo order- 
ed as to be their laſt Attempt; and if not, we are not to be pitied.

' Beſides the' great danger of being ſtabbed as we walk in the Streets, and 
of being burned as we-fleeg in our houſes ; witneſs that horrid murder of Sir 
Edmondbury Gadfrey, the batbarous Aſſaſſination of Juſtice Arnold, and the dread- 
ful' Fire of London 'and Sourhwark , to which let us add, their unanimous aſſent 
and defgtt in extirpating all Hereticks (. as they term them) root and: branch, 
by cutting theit Throars,' having no ather way to propagate their Profeſſion, 
that has nothirig of Religion but the Name : therefore Gratizude nor Countries ſake 
reſtrains 'not men of this ſtamp, their Principles know no Kindred, no. Love, 
'no Obedience, 'no Obligation to a Heretick but through. blood, as the Murther 
of Sir E. G. can teſtifie. O' wonderful ! that ever ſuppoſed Chriſtians ſhould 
be ſo much the Children of the Devil; as firſt to Murder, then charge itup- 
on | the innocent ſoul Murdered, as the Papiſts moſt Impudently'did and do ; 
in bim all Proteſtants were 'Mafſacred, no 'man is ſure of his life a day or night; the 


choice is only what death we ſhall dye, : whether be Stabbed, Strangled, Bucs: 
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ed -or Poyſoned ; this Conſernation, in ſecurity, and danger of our Lives, muſt 
needs obſtruft not only all Commerce berwixt man aud man, but allo deter 


-- Officers of Juſtice from their Dury and Obligation, and in fine diſſolve all hu- 


mane ſociety, and reduce the world into muery. 

How much then doth it concern all Proteſtants, not only with unfeigned Re- 

rance to turn to the Lord, and-beg of him that theie Conſpirators ſhould

ligion ? No certainly, it is. infupportable. | 

Therefore call for the Con'pirators, look throughly and ſtritly imts their helliſh 
Actions ; fiat juſtiria: fear nor favour no man, but fear Cod; do what you do as 
in his preſence, ro whom you muſt render an account; nay, of every idle 
word ; "tis the chief aud moſt applaudable Action of your Life, to di charge your 
Truſt ; that is, ( if you will quit your ſelves like Men and goodProteſtants) preterve 
the Being, Liberties and Religion of tho.e who have intruſted you, by throw- 
ing out Popery after the Bill, the only Tormentor and Plague of this Nati- 
on : as you delire to {ee God in his Glory, and ſecure your ſelves from Po- 
pery, Tyranny and Slavery, neglect not this Oxportunity which God has fo 
wonderfuily caſt into your hands unexpecled; be nor De'pi'ers of tis Care 
and Providence over you, neither be you carele's or fearfull of Improving and 
Shewing your Power: Now is the time; for had they you ( or ever wii) at 


. the ſame advantage, you nor yours ſhould not long continue ; therefore what 


before you would ar have done, is now become your Daty : Let not 
the Life of thar Grand Traytor and Popiſh Counly Secretary, *v ho Trai- 
terouſly communicated the ſecrets of our King and Countrey to all Popiſh 
Courts in Chr:ſtendom, nor the Lives of five or {ix bigotted Jeluirs, paſs as fa- 
tisfaftion for this horrid and ( never to be forgotten ) Helliſh Conſpiracy : 
Not that I deſire more Blood, but Juſtice, Security, and future ſafety as well 
for our Poſterity as for our lelves; otherwiie it may be truly taid of us, 
They ſaw and would nor ſee. MT | 
You know that Popery marks all. Proteſtants-of what perſwaſion ſoever 
out for the ſame end, aud eſteems them as one body of Hereticks, © equall 
deſerving the Slaughter, as Belermine affirms: All Hereticks are to be eftroyed 
ww, Branch, if_it_can poſſibly -be-done:—De Zaicis, lib. 3. cap. 22. 
Beſides, all Hereticks are folemnly Curſed once a Year in Rome, and there- 
npon the Papiſts in the ſeveral agony where the Proteſtant Religion rules, 
are not only di'charged from all Allegiance to their Prince, bur all are © obli- 
pe by -the ſtricteſt bond of Conſcience, and under the penalry of the utmoſt 
zard of, their Souls, to depoſe ſuch Heretical Princes z and that they are to 
far from _ Guilty of Murder if they kill any of them, as Vban the "Third; 
Pope, faith, that they are bound to exterminate all Hereticks, as they would 
be eſteemed Chriſtians themſelves ; . Mariana faith,. When the Common-wealth 
cannot otherwi'e ' ſecure and preſerve its own peace and fafety,-ir may by a 
right inherent in ir felf, declare the King to be. the common Enemy, and 
then deſtroy him with the Sword. Leſhizs faith, that ſuch' a Prince ought to 
be depoſed, and therupon it may be lawfull ro attempt any thing againſt his 
Perſon.

rouſe us to Self-defence, Brotherly love and Union betwixt all Proteſtants, bur 
allo to determine, that whoſoever oppoied fuch, may be Judged tro love Pope- 
ry better than Proteſtancy, conſequently an Enemy to the King, the Proteſtant 
Religion and the Government. 

In reference to Self-defence, after a trne Union is once ſetled amons a!l Pro- 
reſtants, it's moſt neceſſary that our Militia Oilicers, all ſtanding Officers, Judges,and 
all Juitices of the Peace ſhould be ſtrictly examined, wherher they be m-n Popi'bly 
affected or not : if popiſhlyaffected, they are the moſt dangerous to be truſted, 
and the ready way to introduce Popery : The firſt have our Lives in their hands, and 
may cut our Throats at will ; the tecond will never put rhe Penal Laws in Execu- 
tion ( if not againſt Proteſtant Dillenters ) which is no leis than to cheat the. 
Government, and Invalidate the King and his Laws. Popery, and men Po- 
piſhly affected, ( or in Maſquerade”) fear nothing more than fuch ſtrict En- 
quit : Be notſlow in this, ( we 'will never leave you ) for fach ever fhnce the 

eformation, were our greateſt Enemies, and chicf Fomentors of Plots and 
Con:piracies. If you read of the Maſfacre of Paris, Piedinont and Trcland, with 
the Tran'aCtions ated upon this our Eglifh Stage within thele few years, you 
Will fiud this confirmed. and much more, ( too long here to 1intert ) ro your 
great tatisfaCtion, and the Confuſion of many great Courtiers, who for Inte- 
reſt have betrayed God and their Countrey : wherefcre, if now after all the'e 
great Diicoveri-s, Juſtice were not done on this wicked - and bloody Generatt- 
on, who ſince they covld not cut off the King by their Bulttes, nor the Wor- 
thies of che Nation by a Meal-tub Plot, intended no le's than a pubiick Maila- 
cre, had 'not the Wiſdom of God, the Courage of the Parliament, who ever 
loved and honcured their King, their Countrey, and the Proteſtant Religion 
more than their Lives and Fortunes, detected their Viilany, and put them-elves 
wuh undaanted Courage beiween them, his Majelſties Life and the Proteftant 
Religion, to the grear Terror and Confuſion of all Papiſts in the World : 

A Generation oo put themſelves into various Forms and Shapes, thungh 
never {o Monſtrous, to carry on the good Can'e, and all tending to one and 
the ſelf ſame end, the Deſtruction of the Proteſtant Religion ; though rhe 
Viiany and Debauchery of ſome is ſuch, as to reckon every one enher a 
Presbyterian or a Fanatick that appears more than ordinary active againſt 
theie Papiſts : There is a duty and a -great obligation incumbent upon all rrue 
lovers of the Proteſtant Religion, ro Unite and Joyn with one Voice; aud 
obſerve the words of Abraham to Lot, Let there be no ſtrife, I pray tices 
between me and thee, for we are Briahren, Geti. 13. 8. Are we not Brethien ? 
Undoubtedly the Papiſts Rage is equal againſt us, 'why ſhould we QuareYy 
then with our Brethren, -who the Papiits * woul.1 deftroy becaute they; are Pro- 
teſtants ? therefore we ought ro own and prelerve them as fuch, and to give 
them all the Demonſtration that can be, both of love 'and of laying afide. al 
-Prejudices 'and Animoſitics that either Paput or Devil can fave to per cute 


our Brethren, who truly labour in the Vineyard, ard Efrhorto me Ca  — 


his due, -and to ſubmit ro every Ordinance of man for ue Lords ike, whe- 
ther it be to the King as Supream, or unto Governors, az uſto "tiem, that 
are ſent by him for the puniſhment of evil doers, 1 7.2.13. Oo 
This infallibly will put a ſtop to all Popiſh Opcrations, though , thtir 'Viths- 
nies are of ſuch a reaching magnitude, :as if they were laid in. the. very depths 
of Hell, as undoubtedly they were. y 
The Romiſh Emiſſaries here. in England doe not only operate by — 
Notions in Religion, but allo in affairs of State ( which is well Kauwn in. ail 
Courts .in Chriſtendom ) and. chiefly in the Court of 'England : witne's the tak 
unhappy War, that happened berween the King and the Parlianic''r, they 
were the chicf cauſe aud Fomentors of it, notwithitanding their great and rre- 
tended Loyalty to King Charles the firſt, which they lo confideuly "Boait of ; 
nothing will appear more ridiculous, if you coiiſider , ye in 4 
« ir{t, 
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Firft, Their commencing that bloudy Rebellion in {rcland,where ſo many. Thou- 
ſands of His Majeſtics Proteſtant Subje&ts were butchered, for which they pretended 
to have a Commillion under the Great Seal : this cauſed and encreaſed the Fear and 
Jealouſie of all the Proteſtants in England (as well it might) that the like might be 
deſigned againſt themſelves : they alſo renounced all Allegiance to His Majeſty, and 
owned the Pope as their Supream King. This obliged the Parliament to requeſt of the 
King, ſuch and ſuch things as they thought moſt convenient and moſt conducing to 
his {afety, their own and the Nations. The King finding it not fit or neceſſary to, 
grant all that they demanded, proved to be one matter, and in part cauſe of the laſt 
War, and the fatal ill conſequences of it ; in which the Paps/ts at firſt were very a- 
Ctive for the King, well knowing that the foundation and only cauſe of the War,was 
only in oppolitiou to their Party, ſo that their Loyalty and Seryice to the King was 
meerly in their own defence, not out of any true Loyalty or Principles of Religion ; 
for their Religion commands and teaches the contrary as their praCtices, as well, 
then as now,confirms, and leaves no colour of denial ; fo that I much fear that they 
will, as well now, as then, run the hazard of a War, thinking thereby to eſtabliſh 
their Foppery- 

Secondly, Their Fidelity and Loyalty tothe King in the Iatter end of the War, 
when many of them revolted, and took part with Olzver ;, others laid down their 
Arms, made their peace with Ol:ver, and told the King they would never fight a 
ſtroke for him or his, is very well known, When the War was ended;and the King 0- 
yercome in the Field, itis evident that the Jeſmits and Prieſts ſtirred up thoſe Sons 
of Bchial to Murder His Sacred Majeſty ; the Jeſuits and Prieſts did alſo endeavour to 
encline the People to a Common-Wealth, and was at the ſame time very carneſt with 
Cromwel to accept of the Crown, and offered him all Obedience and Allegiance ima- 
ginable, but Cromwel knowing, full-well, that their Religion taught them, that no 
way was tobe refuſed or {lighted, though never ſo unlawfvl, whereby they might 
promote or advance the Church of Rome, ſlighted them, and kept them our of all 
places of Truſt, and ſo much under, that they could never attempt any thing againſt. 
him, or at leaſt, they would not, though a Traytor to His King. 

Now their Loyalty to this preſent King, evidently appears to the World in their 
many Attempts upon his Sacred Life ; in their Helliſh Deſigns; in ſubverting his 
Government, burning his Cities, and murdering his Subjects, and all this according 
to the Principles of their Religion : What Villanies will not theſe Monſters at- 
tempt ? what Intereſt or Right will not they invade ? what ſo Sacred that they will 
not violate ?-what can limit ifthey find opportutity to accompliſh their deſire ? 
Miſerable muſt that Nation be that will be ſubject to ſuch inconvemiences and poyſo- 
ned. Poſitions, not only deſtruCtive to Publick Safety, but alſo tothe Honour of 
God andthe Glory of his Church : In declaring this, Ido, in effet, alſodeclare, 
That what has been theſe many years, and now is aCting among the Papsſts, s an old 
Play ———_— What the Papi/ts did in the late times was laid upon the Phana- 
tiques, the like was to have been done at this time : Juſt before the diſcovery of Dr. 


Oates they ſeized upon one Mr. Claypole and impriſoned him, for haviag (as they | 


etended) a deſign to Murder His Sacred Majeſty, thinking thereby to convince the 
World, that Mr. Claypote, and ſome of the old Party had 8 Conſpiracy to take away 
—the Kings Life, that in the mean white, the Papiftr themfetves might with fafery dq 
it, and lay it the Noncenformifts, who in all truth and ſincerity own their ſafery 
and peace to His Majeſty only ; for when Dr. Oates firſt diſcovered the Plor, Mr, 
c_— was.not only releaſed, and his pretended Crime forgotten, but the Parties, 
called Nonconformiſts were the raoſt active, and are to this day, hoth inthe prefer var 
tion of His Majeſties Lifez-/apd\the further diſcovery of thePlot, as is too appazent ; 
Such another Sham-Plot as this, undoubtedly was the laſt Rebellion in Scorland fo- 
mented and. moved by Papiſts, diſguiſed Prieſts and Emiſſaries,who make it theix 0n- 
ly buſineſs , firſt to inſinuate cothe Common. People ſome Errogious Principles in 
Religion, who; asſoan as they ate tainted by thoſe Delyſions and poyſanons Noti- 
ons thataredaily diſtilled by diſguiſed Prieſts amongſt them, thinks themſe]ves illn- 
minated by divine Light and ſoled captive, being never well prncipled in Religi- 
ON, to believe any thing far Religianfrom theſe denſe Pr Sy W <n 
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that the Biſhops are Papiſts,- that the King of Englandis a Heretick, and not their 
true King, and that he hath broken the Covenant both before God and Man, and 
that they ought not to obey nor obſerve his Commands, nor the Commands of any 
appointed by hirnt; bur at all times oppoſe him and his, and defend themſelves and 
Kirk., as they hope to ſee the Kingdom of Heav : 

Secondly, Theſe d:gwſed Prieſts poſleſs the Comnn People with a Belief, Thar 
they are bound by the Laws of God and Man to unite and take Arms againſt any that oy- 
pref them : and all this, to encourage the poor People to Mutiny amongft them- 
ſelves, and ſo give it the name of a Prebyter:an Plor. But if the laſt Rebell;on were to- 
mented and encouraged by Presbyrerians or Fanaticks, how comes it to paſs that ma- 
ny of the Officers and Souldiers who were disbanded a little before this Rebellion, 
had notice to keep their Horſes, and to be in readinefs, for that they would ſoon have occa- 
fron to uſe them ? And ſo it happened, for within a fortnight after the Disbanding,the 
Rebellion broke out in Scorland. Certainly, no man can imagine that the Presbyrey:- 
ans or F anaticks of Scotland did ever ſend word to theſe Officers and Souldiers, ei- 
ther to keep their Horſes, qr be in readineſs ; ſure it is then, that they mult have it 
from the fomenters,the Papiſts, for to them only it was advantagious, in reſpect it 
had the name of a Presbyrer:an Plot: for thereby they hoped to bury their own Pops/h 
Plot, and to have all d:ſſenting Proteſtants diſarmed, the chief thing at that time aim- 
ed at, and a matter worthy all true Enegliſhmens Obſervation. 

And alſo, The reſpect and kind uſage the French King and his Carholicks treated 
His preſent Majeſty with, when they baniſhed bim therr Coumtrey, notwithſtanding, 
even to the De3trudtion of our ſelves,the Protestant Religion, as well at home, as abroad, 
have we eſpouſed the French King and his Catholicks quarrel ? But why ? His ſlighting 
and baniſhng our gracious King; his Popery, Foppery, Iaclatry and Arbitrary Pow- 
er, could nor ought not to be the Motive ; much leſs his rranſmiutring ſcveral Sunmms 
of Money to Coleman to bribe our Parliament : What then?I know not,but the Parlia- 
ment ( if not the Reader) can. Yet I cannot but remind you, how we have with all 
eagerneſs imaginable, ſiſted the French in their Congqueſts, as if we had deſired no- 
thing more thair Arburrary and Popiſh Government, two things inconſiſtent with the 
Laws of the Nation, and the Humour of all true Proteſtants, who can expect no 
more mercy from the French, or a Popiſh Succeſſor, than a Mouſe from a Car; wit- 
neſs the Marian days : for the greater number of Hereticks they kill, the greater # their 
Aer. 


Let theſe things be conſidered before it be too late, for a Popiſh Sutceſſer holds it 
as a Duty incumbent, and counts it bus Glory, and the greateſt Glory, to _ Proac- 


ftantiſm;as peſtilent Hereſie ; for his Religion teaches not only, that it x 4 deadly crimie 
to favour Hereticks ; but alſo, That if a Prince ſhould ſolemnly engage bus: Faith, and 
give as much Security as any can give by Oath, yet when in the Throne, he i band to de- 
ſtroy all HHereticks : for the greater the Sacrifice, the greater will the Vakee and AMerit 
of it be.. So that the greater any wickedneſs is, or the more prodigioufly Bloody and 
Inhumane it is, the more powerful Motive the Canrch of Rome hath for its encourage- 
ment : Thus the Spirit of Popery and Deluſion would fain perſwade us, Thar rhe moſt 
horrid and barbarouws Deſign that ever the Devils helped any of their ,inſtruments to con- 
 #rive, # ſo'tranſcendently both meritorious and juſt : This is not a private Spirit ora 
eſs,when I think of this,and how faithful and ſerviceable we have been to the French 
King in his Late Wars, and altogether unkind and deſtruftive to thoſe of our own 
Religion, as well abroad as at home, to the great Wonder and Amazement of the moſt 
part of the World, I cannot but aſcribe our preſent Troubles and Calamities, rather 
to our undertaking to advance the Power and Greatnef (than either to Folly, Reaſon 
or good-Nature) of him, I meanthe French King, who! endeavonred by all Arts and 
Stratagems imaginable, to ſubdue us ro Arbitrary Power, Popsſh Idolarry and Foppery ; 
to compaſs this the eaſier, he br:bed and paid Penſions to ſeveral about onr - Court's," 28 
Lew the Eleventh did toall- Perſons whom he thought had any power with King 
Edward ; he was eafily prevailed with to do any thing, being a Papsſt; but bleſſed be 
God, our preſent King, whom God - wi gave the World ſu{ficient Teſtumony, 'as 
well while he was amongſt them, ts ace His Bleſſed Re3Fawration, of His contemn-

Dagger. King Edgar for his /ncontinency was enjoyned by Dunſtan Abbot of Canter- 
bury, not to wear his Croph for Seven Tears, to which he was forced to ſubmit. To 
Expiate theMurder of Thomas Becket, King Henrythe Second (though «nkzown to 
him, committed by his Conrtiers) was fotced to walk, bixe-faoted three Miles to viſit bis 
Shrine, and then to reeeive ſeven Laſbes frem the Monks. King Jobn for oppoſing Pope 
. Jrnocent the III. was (after interditting the Kingdom for Six Tears and T hbree Months) 
forced to render his Crown to Pandulphus the Popes Exgate, for ſome time; yet all this did 
not ſatisfie the Ambitions Prelates Malice, but he cauſed bim to be poyſoned in Swinſted- 
Abbey, by one Simon a fonk, Be pleaſed now to obſerve, That im the time of Popery 
Princes lived nat ſo peaceably nor with that ſaf.ty, as now they dg. As for Example : The 
Emperor Henry the VII was Poyſoncd wn receiving the PopiſhSacrament from bus Prieſt : 
Thus preſent Emperowr, about ſome nine Tears ago, was like to be Poyſoned by his own 
Chaplasn, who when he was giving the Enchariit to his Mater la Emperoxr, his 
hands and body trembled in ſo uaheard-of-a-manner, that the Emperour being thereat 
ſomewhat amazed, asked, What ailed him? the Prieft not having power to ſpeak, ſtood 
ſtill ike 4 Stock,; ſome of the Conrtiers obſerving all, came up towards the Prief, 
and forced him to eat his Swper#titious God, upon which he dyed upon the place. Hen- 
ry the III of France was Stabbed by Clement the Aonk, Henry the IV of France Was 
Stabbed by Ravilliac a Jeſuit.
